Made by the Proteſtant Srarzs ofthe 


Kingdome of Fiungaria, againſt 
the 7eſuites : Dated the 16. of 
May, An. 1619. 


H; Loxps of the Prote- 
ſtant STaTzs of the King- 
dome of Hungaria, calling 
to mind, that in the Raigne 
ofthe Emperour Ferdinand, 
preſently aſter the leſuite: 
were brought into the _ 
dome of Belem ia, the lay 
leſuites ray ſed and procured 
many and ſundrie kinds of diſſikes, contentions, con- 
troverſies, and troubles, by their wicked, bad, craſtie, 
and diveliſh practiſes: And ſpecially that in the time 
of the Emperour Rodulphus the ſecond, oſ famous me- 
mory, by their directions, counſelles and procure- 
ments, a peace was made with the Tarte, the Pope of 
Rome being then a great inſtrument to incite and 
moue the Emperour therevmto, onely to the end, that 
he might ditect, turne, and vic his forces to, and for 
the rooting out of Heretickes (as they terme them) 
who during the Turłkiſh warres were mightily encrea- 
led, as aſter it fell out: And by that meanes the Tur- 
kiſn w ar res that had continued for the ſpace of ſixe- 
teene yeares together ended. not without the great 
diſgrace and contempt 5 all Chriſtendome, —

arine : For that cauſe Iudge them not tollerable, nor 
longer to be ſuffered to dwell and inhabite ĩn thrir 
Countries and Kingdome. And following the ex- 
ample of the Loxos the Srar Sof the Kingdom 
of Bahemia, and the Marquiſate of Moravia, their lov.

one hundred and fiftie pounds, of 40. groates to the 
pound: The one third part thereof to the vſe of the 
ofhterchar ſhall ſcize vpon them, the other third pan 
to the poore, and the laſt other third partto che vieof 
Our ſaid Printe.
